Chinese merchants are as active along 
all the Pacific coast of Asia and in 
the principal Pacific islands as they 
are on the Pacific co a st of America. 


A careful estim ate places the number 
ol Syrian Arabs already in the United 
States at nearly <1,000, and evidently 
the immigration of these m ost ob jec- 
tional foreigners has merely begun.

P la in Ca k e s.—One an d a half teacu p s 
of sugar, on e-half cup of b u tter, on e 
sm all cup of sou r m ilk, on e te a sp o o n ­ 
ful of sa lera tu s, flour t o m ix, flavor 
w ith nutm eg. R oll one-half inch thick, 
cu t in rou n u cak es, and bake qu ick ly.

M u f f i n f o r B r e a k f a s t .— 
Two cups of oatm eal, one cup flour, 
one large spoonful of butter, one large 
spoonful ot molasses, one small tea­ 
spoonful of soda. Use miik enough to 
make the batter about like griddle 
cakes. 


O a t m e a l G e m s .— Soak one cup of 
oatm eal over night, with one cup of 
water. 
In the morning sift together 
dry one cup ot flour and tw o tea­ 
spoons of baking powder, add a little 
salt, mix the oatm eal and flour t o ­ 
gether, wet with sweet milk to a stiff 
batter, drop into gem pans and bake 
immediately.

Rose i- sm ooth, round and large, the 
color, if not rose, is v* ry near to it, 
while the flesh ins: te is marked and 
embellished with a Lush rose as deli­ 
cate a s it is beautiful. 
If the D akota 
Late Rose has a fault it is in being so 
charged with starch that the outside 
falh off and goes to pieces before the 
inside is done.

the Early Rose. 
The Early Rose has degenerated in 
Illinois so as to become inform andf 
s;ze of tuber like the La Iy-finger o s 
forty years ago, though it still retain 
its good quality for the table and 
measurably its early habit.

like other plants propagated from 
cuttings and not from seed, gradually 
deteriorates and di* s out in thecourse 
ot a whole or half life-time.

C ultu re of Celery. 
From the Practical Farmer. 
Celery is one of the m ost delicate and 
wholesome of vegetables. Every farm­ 
er’s garden ought to have a bed of 
celery. 
Gardeners do not agree as to 
the best m ethods of culture ony more 
than do wheat farmers agree about 
the best m ethods oi wheat culture. 
But there are certain general prin­ 
ciples th a t will apply and need not he 
discussed. 
Celery seed does not germinate and 
grow rapidly. It needs moist soil con­ 
tinuously. 
And whether one 
uses 
boxes or out-door beds, the soil must 
be old, fine and rich. 
In Kansas the 
seed m ay be sown any time from the 
1st of March until the 1st of May. 
Choo>e the seeding time to correspond 
to the time when the matured plant 
is to 
be 
used. 
If you want 
the 
plant for early use, then sow eaily, 
if late, then sew late. 
Be particu­ 
lar 
about 
the 
soil 
in 
which 
the seed is sown. 
Remember, it must 
be old and fine and rich,and if the out 
door bed is used it ought to be deep. 
For som e reasons it is better to u<e 
boxes. 
They will be better cared for 
probably, and that is the principal 
reason. ’ Jf boxes are used make them 
about four inches deep and fill with 
soil as above described, sow tlie seeds 
thinly in rows, then press the soil 
down com pactly 
and cover lightly 
with rich,fine earth,likeleaf mold. The 
earth must be kept moist. If the seed­ 
ing is done early the boxes shouid be 
exposed to the open air every mild 
day. but taken under shelter at night 
and kept in a temperature above freez­ 
ing. 
If the seeding is not done until 
there is no 
further danger of cold 
weather, then the seeding ought to be 
done in an outdoor bed. 
Don’t for­ 
get to keep the surface moist al! the 
time until after the plants are well 
set. 
The seed bed ought to be a shel­ 
tered spot, so as to protect the bed 
from wind and heat.

The chairman ol the committee on Ways 
and Means has presented the new bill to 
the whole committee, and it has been print­ 
ed for the benefit of the public.

on or about the 15th. Thelatest estimates 
made by the committee on ways and 
means of the reductions is a total,of about 
$53,000,000. This total includes about 
$22,250,000 on account of the free list; 
$17,250,000 on account of woolen goods; 
$1,600,000 for china 
and 
glassware; 
$750,000 in the chemical schedules; some­ 
thing less than $500t000 on cotton, 51.- 
500,000 on flax, hemp and jute, and sugar 
about $11,000,000. 
The attorneys and 
agents Of the highly jirotocted interests are 
making their way to Washington, and al­ 
ready denounce the whole bill and threat­ 
en its defeat.

C ultu re of Celery. 
From the Practical Farmer. 
Celery is one of the most delicate and 
wholesome of vegetables. Every farm­ 
er’s garden ouzht to have a bed of 
celery. Gardeners do not agree as to 
the best methods of culture any more 
than do wheat farmers agree about 
the best methods of wheat culture. 
But there are certain eeneral prin­ 
ciples that will apply and need not be 
discussed. 
Celery seed does not germinate and 
grow rapidly. It needs moist soil con­ 
tinuously. 
Aud whether one uses 
boxes or out-door beds, the soil must 
be old, fine and rich. 
In Kansas the 
seed may be sown any time from the 
1st of March until the 1st of May. 
Choose the seeding time to correspond 
to the time when the matured plant 
is to 
be used. 
If you want 
the 
plant for early use, then sow early, 
if late, then sew late. 
Be partial* j 
lar 
about 
the 
soil 
in 
which 
the seed is sown. 
Remember, it must j 
be old and fine and rich,and if the out 1 
door bed is used it ought to be deep, j 
For some reasons it is better to use 
boxes. They will ba better cared for 
probably, aud that is the principal 
reason. * lf boxes are used make them 
about four inches deep and fill with 
soil as above described, sow the seeds 
thinly in rows., then press the soil 
down compactly and cover lightly 
with rich,fine earth,likeleaf mold. The 
earth must be kept moist. If the seed­ 
ing is done early the boxes should be 
exposed to the open air every mild 
day, but taken under shelter at night 
and kept in a temperature above freez­ 
ing. 
If the seeding is not done until 
there is no 
further danger of cold 
weather, then the seeding ought to be 
done in an outdoor bed, Don’t for­ 
get to keep the surface moist all the 
time until after the plants are well 
set. The seed bed ought to be a shel­ 
tered spot, so as to protect the bed 
from wind and heat.

The short crop of p otatoes in large 
sections of New York, Pennsylvania, 
and M assachusetts, last fall, prom ises 
to have a very im portant bearing on 
prices the coming spring.

ers in produce seem to agree th *t the 
present high prices of p otatoes are 
likely to continue indefinitely. Native, 
and especially New England, jiotat^es 
are com paratively scarce now. w hi.e 
the im ported article is more common 
than usual.

furnish m ost of the potatoes im [sort­ 
ed, and Germany lias also been send­ 
ing over large quantities, but herstock 
for im portation is now running low, 
and will soon he exhausted.
